Yesterday Attorney General Kamala D. Harris issued In School + On Track 2016, her fourth annual statewide 
report on elementary school truancy and chronic absence in California. 

The 2016 report, part of the work of the Department's Bureau of Children's Justice, finds that an estimated 
210,000 K-5 students in California are chronically absent - missing 10% of the school year - making up 7.3% of 
elementary school students in the state. The report also confirms earlier research on the disproportionately high 
rates of absenteeism among African American, Native American, low-income, special education and highly 
mobile elementary school students, and highlights how school suspensions similarly have an outsized impact on 
many of these same groups of students. 

The good news is that significant progress is being made, with California's education leaders at schools, 
districts, and county offices of education stepping up to improve elementary school attendance. The report 
highlights a number of effective efforts taking place at school districts and in regions throughout the state, and 
outlines ways parents, districts, policymakers, and advocates can work together to ensure that children are in 
school and on track to meet their full potential.

• 77% of all chronically absent students are low-income 

• The chronic absence rate for African American students (14%) is 2X the rate for all students

I am saddened to inform you that former Senior Assistant Attorney General Herschel Elkins passed away on Friday 
evening in Los Angeles. He was laid to rest Monday in Los Angeles in the presence of family, friends, and many of his 
former DOJ colleagues. Herschel was a giant of the consumer protection community nationwide and a pioneer of our 
office's consumer protection efforts. 

Herschel joined our office as a Deputy Attorney General in 1956 shortly after graduating from UCLA Law School, which 
he attended on the GI Bill, hi 1965 he was appointed as head of the office's newly created Consumer Law Section. He 
served as Senior Assistant Attorney General for Consumer Law until 2004, when he was appointed Special Assistant 
Attorney General for Consumer Policy, Coordination and Development. He served in that role until his retirement in 
2008, 

During his long tenure with our office - which spanned over 50 years - Herschel used a combination of litigation, 
legislation and education to advance and protect the rights of California Consumers. In addition to serving as an 
invaluable advisor to eight different California Attorneys General, Herschel's fingerprints can be found on virtually every 
significant consumer protection statute, rule and court decision over the last many decades. 

He also served as a mentor to generations of attorneys in our office and in other agencies, including in district attorney's 
offices and in the attorney general's offices of our sister states. 

After retiring from our office Herschel was appointed as a member of the State Board of Accountancy, a position that he 
seived in until his death, and he continued to write and consult with the law enforcement community on consumer law 
issues. He also remained active in a number of Jewish community organizations.

Justice Department report blasts San Francisco police - The Washington Post

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The Sail Francisco Police Department stops and searches African Americans at a disproportionately high rate and does not adequately investigate officers using 
force, a Justice Department review found. 

The review — released Wednesday by the Justice Department’s Office of Community Oriented Policing Sendees — uncovered “numerous indicators of implicit 
and institutionalized bias against minority groups,” along with insufficient training and data collection. It found the vast majority of those killed by police were people 
of color. 

While the Justice Department credited the San Francisco police with being “open, cooperative, and willing to make changes,” the 432-page report identified no 
shortage of problems. 

“This is going to take some time, and it’s going to require a significant amount of focus and resources,” said Ronald Davis, the Justice Department’s director of 
Community Oriented Policing Services. 


[Justice Department launches investigation into San Francisco police force] 

The San Francisco Police Department said in a statement it had or would implement the Justice Department’s recommendations. Suzy Loftus, the president of the 
San Francisco Police Commission, which oversees the department, said the commission had already asked department leaders to create a matrix of how and when 
refonns were being implemented. 

Justice Department officials announced the review earlier this year, as protests raged over the death of 26-year-old Mario Woods, who was shot and killed by 
police. That was one of a number of high- profile incidents that raised tensions between residents and police. As Justice Department investigators were doing their 
work, two city police officers shot and killed a homeless man, and it was revealed that a group of officers exchanged bigoted text messages. The department’s 
chief, Greg Suhr, was removed in May, hours after a police officer in the city fatally shot a woman. 

The review, while significant, will not immediately carry with it the same force as an investigation by the Justice Department’s Civil Rights Division. While it makes 
272 specific recommendations, the review is not a court-enforceable agreement. 

Instead it relies on the department’s cooperation and local leaders to refonns. Davis said if the department fails to meet its promises, the Civil Rights Division could 
still pursue more heavy-handed legal action. 

[Justice Department: (Jive police reform process in San Francisco a chance] 

Police departments across the country are grappling with many of the same problems as San Francisco. The Justice Department’s Civil Rights Division, for 
example, found that Baltimore police had for years engaged in racially discriminatory policing that targeted black residents, and the division is investigating similar 
concerns in Chicago. 

In San Francisco, the Justice Department found that there was minimal documentation of use-of-force incidents, including no routine collection of photo evidence 
and limited analysis of the evidence from each event. If a supervisor didn ’t respond, the Justice Department found, it was left “to the officer who used force to 
complete the investigation, which is unacceptable.” 

The Justice Department also found that African American drivers were 24 percent more likely to be stopped by the police than their estimated representation in the 
driving population, though the report asserted that available data did not necessarily imply the existence of racial profiling. African American and Hispanic drivers 
also were disproportionately searched without consent following traffic stops — even though data showed they were less likely to be found with contraband than 
white people. 
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Fatal shootings by officers also almost always involved minorities; from May 2013 to May 2016, nine of the 11 killed by police were people of color, the Justice 
Department found. 

‘Those disparities are contributing to why the community does not trust the San Francisco Police Department,” Davis said. 

The Justice Department advised San Francisco to review each incident and try to understand what might have caused the disparity. All but one remain under 
investigation.
